AEROPLANE FLIES 90 FEET. 


Amusing Scenes at Competition of 
Models. 


The conquest of the air has been 
brought one step nearer by the re- 
markable tests of model aeroplanes 
made at the Alexandra Palace, Lon- 
don. 

The trials took place under the 
auspices of the Aero Club, and were 
organized by The Daily Mail in con- 


nection with their £10,000 prize for | 


the first flight from London to Man- 
chester. Of the three prizes offered 
of £150, £75 and £25 respectively, on- 
ly the last two were awarded, the 
judges withholding the first prize. 
Mr. A. V. Roe secured the second 
prize and Mr. W. F. Howard the 
third. 

There were inevitably some almost 
laughable failures. Certain models 
refused to rise. Others accomplished 
a perfect flight to the ground, drawn 
there by the forces of gravitation. 
Some went 12 feet before collapsing; 
some broke down at the moment of 
fiight. One inventor, a Mr. F. W 
Thomas, created a sensation by pro- 
pelling his model by a rocket tied 
to its tail. This novel means of pro- 
pulsion was not a success, for the 
aeroplane only dived and ploughed the 
grass a few feet away. 

At the second attempt Mr. A. V. 
Roe’s model accomplished a wonder- 
ful flight. Neither rising nor falling, 
it went full into the net at the end 
of the course—ninety feet away — a 
flight which was warmly cheered. 

Three flights were made by Mr. 
Howard’s delicately-constructed mo- 
del. Twice he held it captive by a 
piece of tape, following its course on 
foot. Seventy-five feet it covered at 
the first attempt, and it would have 
gone further at the second, only Mr 
Howard could not follow it fast 
enough. At the third trial he was in- 


duced to let it fly alone. After a 
beautiful flight, it unfortunately 
smashed itself into fragments in

Effect on Trade 

What effect will this have upon our 
West, and upon the cattle trade of 
Canada? This is a question not eas- 
ily answered because of several sub- 
sitnation Kansas cattle nev- 
er came throveh in better shape; the 
sugar-beet. factories are successfully 
fexding their thonsands. There is a 
big supply in Ontario of feeders. 
Against this we have the dearth of 
good butchers’ stuff in Ontario. The 
prevailing disposition to go into dairy- 
ing in many sections. owing to the 
good outlook for cheese. has had its 
effect in the supplies of good cattle 
Sheep are more plentiful throughout 
the country, and hogs are increasing 
‘in numbers also. although the latter 
have not made the ratio of gain that 
the recent good prices would war- 
rant. 

Demand For Cattle. 

Many neople say that the demand 
for shorthorn breeding stock in a few 
months will take a joyous turn, and 
those who have Inid in the good breed- 
ing type will have their innings. It 
is true that the Angus and Herefords 
have obtained quite a hold on the 
West, but there will be a tendency 
in the future, in al] probability, to 
go in for smaller herds with better 
care. These smaller holdings will de- 
mand more shorthorns than before. 
and it is because of this prospect that 
many base their predictions. 

Beef cattle ought to rise in value as 
the season advances, but this is an 
uncertain question. Butchers’ cattle 
will tend to be fairly good sale for 
some time, and, taking all things in- 
to account, the outlook is not at all 
pessimistic for the cattle breeder. 


State Care of Insane. 

Ontario has done nobly in the care 
of its sick and defective classes, but 
too often the ery of economy has pre- 
vented the best results being attain- 
ed. In no denartment has this criti- 
cism had greater application than in 
the State management of the insane. 
Too much attention has been paid to 
the care rather than the cure of this 
class. 

Tt is agmatter of comment that all 
modern authors on insanity insist 
that recent and acute cases should be 
treated in small hospitals perfectly 
isolated from the large establish- 
ments for chronics. 

No buildings in America meet the 
modern reanirements, and it is here 
that the Ontario Government will 
acore a triumph with its Psychiatric 
Hospital 

The stigma which always. rightlv 
and wrongly, attaches to confinement 
in an asylum will disappear and 
psychiatry will be put on a_ footing 
that will keep it in touch with othe; 
departmenta in medicine. The im: 
portant moments in the treatment 
of mental cases are in the incipient 
stages, and peeple will not send their 
friends at sevch times to the large 
asylums. They would be willing. 
thoieh, to accept treatment in a 
small hosnital, where a legal commit- 
tal would he unnecessary, and where 
the methods of treatment adopted 
were on purely hospital lines 

Of course a Psychiatric Hospital 
will be an expensive institution to 
build and eanip, but the investment 
will be a good one, as every patient 
saved from chronicity means A sav- 
ing of $2000 to the province. Its cost 
would soon be saved by the eases re- 
stored to sound mental health. for. 
after all, insanity is a purely vohvsical 
disease. just as amenable to early 
treatment as many other diseases

Though barely nine years old, Ruby 
is really a marveious pianist. Seated 
at the piano, she looks by far the 
tiniest of all the musical mites; her 
little feet can hardly reach the ped- 
als and her fingers are far too small 
to stretch the octave. Yet she man- 
ages to play the works of a composer 
like Chopin with remarkable dexter- 
ity and effect, artfully thinning down 
the octave passages to the compass of 
her tiny hands 

Her extraordinary musical memory 
and her command of the piano is evi- 
denced by a strange feat she is able 
to perform Blindfolded, with the 
keyboard covered with a cloth, she 
can render with absolute accuracy 
pieces requiring the most perfect exe 
ecution. 

At a recent test of these extraordin 
ary powers, she played one of Chop 
in’s most difficult waltzes, following 1 
up with a really brilliant rendering « 
Benjamin Godard'’s ‘Valse Chrom 
tique.”’ 

Only Practices When In the Mood 

“This, of course, is only tric’ 
work,’ explained her father, Mr. Tay 
lor, ‘‘but it helps to show that th 
little one has a good memory, and ha 
command of the keyboard.”’ 

Ruby is not forced to play 
two lessons a week from Miss 
Taminadge, a Bristol pianist, 
only practises when she is in 
meod. 

Perhaps the most amazing infar 
prodigy of whom there is any record 
was a mysterious child named Filep 
pa, aged three. The performance that 
this marvellous infant gave in Paris 
in 1838 is spoken of with enthusiasm 
Moreover, Fileppa was referred to in 
the chronicles of the time as ‘‘the dis- 
tinguished solo violinist.” 

A considerable number of famous 
musicians and composers were prodi- 
gies in their childhood. Mozart was 
dubbed the ‘“‘Kleiner Hexenmeister.”’ 
or “little magician,’’ by his Emperor 
when he was only six. At seven Joach- 
im, the great viclinist, had already 
achieved fame. Alfredo Piatti was of- 
fered the choice of becoming a violon- 
cellist or a cobbler when he was five. 
He chose the former, and two vears 
later had created his reputation. Mark 
Hambourg was also an infant prodigy 
simteen years ago.

From this ab- 
stract it appears that the registered 
population enumerated on April 1, 
1901, in England and Wales, was 32,- 
627,843. This total had increased 1) 
the middle of 1906 to 34,547,016. Last 
year the number of marriages taking 
place in England and Wales was 269,- 
734, while the number of births was 
934,391, this total being made up of 
476,747 males and 457,644 females As 
against this number of births there 
were 503,715 deaths--273,972 males and 
256,743 females. Taking London by 
itself we find that the enumerated 
population, which was 4,536,429 in 
April, 190). had increased to 4,721,217 
in the middle of 1906. There were in 
London last year 40,412 marriages, 
125,652 births, and 71,912 deaths

Defoe'’s House In London About to Be 
Demolished. 


One of the most interesting literary 
shrines in England, the house in 
which Daniel Defoe penned the great- 
er part of ‘Robinson Crusoe,” it 
about to be torn down to make way 


for modern dwellings. This little, old 
hioned house, set back from the 
inborough road, Tooting, and in 


striking contrast with the modern 
shops which flank it on either side 
is now practically just as it was 219 
pear ago, when Defoe came to it with 
is family to begin a strange life of 
isolation He lived at Tooting for 
18 months, and during this time and 
for 20 years thereafter is said rarely 
by some, never- to have spoken to 
his wife or children 

The sole change that has been mnde 
in the house since Defoe’s time was 
the substitution ‘of a new front in the 


year 178. Over the seculleryv on the 
second floor is the little room where 
Defoe worked over the literary mas- 


terpiece which has secured his repn- 
tation for all time This, the smell 
est room of the twelve which comprise 
the house, war his sanctuary, and 
only he passed its portals Here for 
whole days he would shut himeelf 
from his family. receiving his meals 
the meager repasts of an impecun 
jous genius 

During the time Defoe lived in this 
house he was hard beset by creditors 
Indeed, four years later, he was de 
clared a bankrupt and was compelled 
to secrete himself to escape a term in 
a debtor’s prison 

The 18 months spent here, if we 
are to believe those who find an Ve 
gory of Defoe’s own life in ‘‘Rebin 
son Crusoe,” correspond to that nart 
of the book which tells of the ship 


wreck on a lonely island, the voyage 
to and from the wreck, the earth 
quake, Crusoe’s serious illness th

CREW OF SINKING SHIP PLAYED 
ON UPPER DECK. 


Thrilling Experiences and Heroic Res- 
cues—Had Suffered Severe Priva- 
tions—Sprung Bad Leak — Vessel 
Rendered Helpless In Boisterous 
Seas—Went Back for Cats— Rescu- 
ed by the Lucifer. 


After drifting about in mid-Atlantic 
for a week with her deck awash and 
her crew suffering severe privations, 
the oil tank steamer Lucifer, 2,473 
tons, belonging to the Bear Creek (il 
and Shipping Company, Liverpool, 
sank Her crew of thirty-three all 
told, and three cats, were saved, and 
have been landed at Falmouth. The 
Lucifer left New York for Dublin on 
April 5, and four days afterwards it 
was discovered that there was a leak 
under the stokehold. Steam pumps 
were set to work, and coped with the 
inflow, and Captain Wilson was con- 
fident that his men could discover 
the leak and stop it. On April 12 an 
American liner was sighted, and Cap 
tain Wilson signalled asking his con- 
dition to be reported, but declining 
assistance. That night he had reason 
to lament his independence, for a 
heavy gale came on, the leak — in- 
creased, filling stokehold and engine- 
room, putting out fires, and rendenng 
his vessel helpless. Fortunately the 
steam pumps were kept going by 
means of a donkey boiler on deck, 
but the water gained so rapidly that 
the crew had to assist by baling out 
with buckets. Over eight hundred 
tons of oil were pumped into the sea, 
and by this means the Lucifer was 
lightened, though seas swept her deck 
and the plight of the crew was piti 
vable in the extreme. Signals of dis- 
tress were flown by day, and flares 
burnt by night, and two vessels pass- 
ed without apparently noticing the 
‘Signals. 

Boats Were Got Out. 


All the boats were made ready for 
launching and provisioned for twelve 
days, but as the mountainous seas 
continued Captain Wilson realized 
that it would. be imprudent to launch 
the boats except at the last extremity 
While the vessel was being buffeted 
ubout two steamers hove in sight 
Rockets were fired, but both steamed 
away without attempting to offer as- 
sistance. On the night of April 16, 
seven days after the Lucifer had 
sprung a leak, the steamer Sagami 
m: cer welcome appearance. The 
seas were still too boisterous to at- 
tempt a rescue that night, and Capt. 
Wilson signalled that: he thought he 
could keep his vessel afloat till day- 
break if the Sagami would stand by. 
‘‘his the captain of the Sagami con- 
sented to do, and at daybreak called 
for volunteers to go to the rescue of 
the distressed crew. Third officer Wal- 
lac> and five senmen responded. That 
a boat would live in such a sea was 
doubted, but the gallant fellows never 
hesitrted, and those on board the 
Lucifer, anxiously watching their 
would be rescuers, were momentarily 
dismayed as they lost sight of the 
boat. 

,ut it came up again on the crest 
of a wave. The work of getting along 
side was hazardo''s, for it was feared 
that the little cra’t would be smashed 
against the partiv-sunken — steamer 
over whose decks waves were sweep 
ing. A boatload of the Lucifer’s crew 
was sutely transferred to the Sagami 
and a second tnp was made, ugai! 
successfully, amid the cheers of thei: 
shipmates. One of the Lucifer’s life 
boats took off the remainder of th« 
crew, the captain being the last t 
leave. Though th. men lost all thei 
belongings, they remembered _ the 
dumb creatures and brought off thre: 
of the ship’s cats Before leaving step 
were taken to ensure the sinking o 
the Lucifer, and the vessel was see! 
to go down stern first. With his nor 
mal crew of 42 increased to 75, the 
captain of the Sagami found hi: 
stores seriously taxed, and short rs 
tions were ordered. In this predic 
ment he signalled to the captain o 
the passing Holland-American line 
Potsdam, asking him to take o% thy 
Lucifer’s crew He declined, statin: 
that he already had a full comple 
ment of passengers. The Sagami pro 
ceeded, and off the Cornish = coa- 
transferred the rescued crew to a }> 
lot cutter, which landed them at Fa’ 


mouth, where they were hospitably 
provided for at the Royal Cornwal! 
Sailors’ Home.

HOUSEHOLD TOOLS. 


Implements That Should Always Be 
Kept of Hand. 

Five principal tools belong to the 
hourehold tool box. With these almost 
any kind of work such as women un- 
dertake may be done in a neat and rat- 
iafactory manner. 

The first in importance Is the ham- 
mer, “the universal instrument.” for It 
ranger from the weighty sledge of the 
fronworker to the delicate toy of the 
goldsmith. Even those forms of ham- 
mer intended for home use alone are 
legion. The first principle in buying ts 
the selection of a hammer with stoutly 
made and firmly secured head that will 
not come off. Cast iron hammers are 
useless, since their brittleness causes 
them to break with ease. Buy a me- 
dium weight implement, which drives 
the nail fully home in two or three 
blows. A double headed hammer for 
large and small nails Is most conven- 
lent. 

For general use fixture pliers rank 
next to the hammer. They serve to 
tighten rivets, nuts, bolts and gas jets 
and by twisting the bolt in the el- 
bow under the kitchen sink have been 
known to save the visit of a plumber 
In behalf of some trifling obstruction. 

The awl saves many a crushed finger 
tip. When once the aw! hole bas been 
made, the nail or screw may be pushed 
{into position and unassisted will there 
bold ready for the final blow that will 
drive it home. Even In the placing of 
the longer carpet tacks the awl hole 
should be made first In order to expe- 
dite matters and obviate needless noise 
in hammering. 

Good screwdrivers are cheap, though 
cheap screwdrivers seldom are good. 
A good size for household purposes bas 
a three-eighths Inch end and a nine 
inch handle. Where desired a screw 
may be sunk below the surface and 
the bole filled In with putty and a fin 
ish covered over all. Inthe making of 
bookshelves, built-in seats, putting up 
shelves, making shirt waist boxes, etc., 
the screw is infinitely to be preferred to 
the nall. Builders use it In every prac- 
ticable place. 

Next comes the tack lifter. Such se 
ductive combinations as the hammer 
and tack lifter should be avoided, 
sinve the tax upon the hammer bead ts 
great and quickly loosens It from the 
Landle.—Philadelphia Ledger.
